LEAVENWORTH, Kan., June 2%.— 
Homer McCord, the so-called Kansas 
“pride kidnaper““ and Frank Williams, 
convicts in the State prison at Lansing, 
escaped from the prison coal mine early 
today by a perilous 800 foot climb up 
the perpendicular airshaft. 

McCord was serving a sentence of 
five years under the Mann act, which 
grew out of his sensational flight from 
Iola, Kan., the evening of July 4. 1913, 
with Mrs. Harvey Dean, a 16-year-old 
bride. 

The young woman left her husband, 
Harry Dean, sitting on a park bench 
the day after they were married. The 
Deans were on their weddine journey. 

William and McCord with a number of 
others were lowered into the mine last 
night to replace decayed timbers. Short- 
ly after midnight the mine was thrown 
into darkness. A hasty examination re- 
vealed that the electric light wires had 
been cut and telephone communication 
severed. When repairs were made to the 
wires an inspection of the mine revealed 
that Williams and McCord were gone. 
Investigation showed they had mounted 
the buntings of the airshaft, located 


some distance from the main shaft and 


leading, outside the prison enclosure.

ARREST OF WOMEN 
BIG POLIGE GRAFT, 
JUDGE HOGAN SAYS 


He Declares Dozens Are 1 aken 
Nightly on Streets to Aid 
Police Relief Fund. 


50 CENTS ON EACH BOND 


No Attempt Made to Prosecute 
Cases When They Come 
Up in Court. 


Police Judge Granville Hogan, after 
discharging this morning two women 


who had been arrested on the streets 
last night, because there was no evi- 
dence against them, volunteered to a 
Post-Dispatch reported his opinion that 
alleged disorderly women were being 
arrested in droves on the streets for 
no other purpose than to replenish the 
Police Relief fund with bond fees. He 
declared it was the biggest graft he 
knew of in St. Louis.” 

The police department collects a fee 
of 50 cents from every arrested person 
who is released on bond. The fees so 
collected legally go into the police re- 
lief fund. 

Every night, the Judge said, the police 
rounded up dozens of women and took 
them to the police stations. If they are 
able to give bond, the fee of 50 cents 
is collected, which goes to the Police 
Relief Fund, and they are released. If 
they cannot give bond they are locked 
up over night. 

Cases Not Prosecuted, 

No attempt is made, Judge Hogan 
said, to make cases against these wom- 
en in Police Court. A charge is placed 
against them but there is no evidence 
to support it. The policemen who make 
the arrests are not sent to court to tes- 
tify, he says. Sometimes a policeman 
is sent who did not make an arrest and 
knows nothing about the case. That 
was true this morning. The policeman

Withholds Resignation After Pro- 
tracted’ Conversation With 
Park Commissioner Cunliff. 


Miss Charlotte Rumbold will not 
—— 
quit her job as Supervisor of Recrea- 
tions, she announced The 
Board of Aldermen yesterday reject- 
ed a bill increasing her salary from 
$1800 to $2400 a year, and she had 
informed Mayor Kiel and other city 
officials three months ago that un- 
less her pay was raised she would 
resign from the service. She will 
continue indefinitely, she stated, on 
the. city payroll at the old rate of 
$150 a month. 

Her decision came after she had writ- 
ten out her resignation at midnight yes- 
terday addressed to Park Commissioner 
Cunliff. The Commissioner called at her 
heme this morning, walked with her 
through Forest Park and rode down- 
town with her on a street Car, asking 
her to reconsider her resignation. At 
the end of the conversation, she stated 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, that, to 
oblige the Park Commissioner, she would 
censent to yield. 

Miss Rumbold stated that, to her own 
personal knowledge, she could not affirm 
that any member of the Board of Alder- 
men had objected to her increase of sal- 
ary upon political grounds, and that all 
she had heard upon this point she had 
read in the newspapers. She said that 
if a deficiency of funds existed in the 
' city treasury, that would be a different 
de for which she would not 
think of resigning. 

Commissioner Cunliff said that num- 
bers of women had telephoned him to- 
day, asking him not to accept Miss 
Rumbold’s resignation, and t~ persuade 
her to keep up the work she has begun. 

In her letter of resignation, Miss 
Rumbold asked that it take effect July 
1 and expressed her good wishes for 
the greatly increased urefulness and suc- 
cess of the work hereafter.“ 

Rodowe Abeken, director of thletics, 
whose proposed increase of salary from 
$1500 to $1800 went down in the defeat of 
the Rumbold bill, said today that he 
was extremely disappointed. 

The Ways and Means Committee yes- 
terday made a report advising that the 
entire bill be filed, although it had pre- 
viously agreed unanimously that Abe- 
ken’s salary should be increased from 
$1500 to $1800 a year, to place him on an 
equal footing with Miss Rumbold, who 
ia Superintendent of Receration in the 
Park Department. :

TO ‘CALL HIS HAND’ 


Answers ‘‘Fourflushing’’ Charge 
by Offering to Act Against 
St. Louis Tax Dodgers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMONIT), Mo., June %.—Judge 
Frank P. Divelbiss, who has had re- 
markable success in increasing personal 
tax returns Jn his judicial district by 
causing grand jury investigations of tax- 
dodgers, laughed today when he read 
an interview in the Post-Dispatch with 
Circuit Judge Daniel D. Fisher, in charge 
of the grand jury, in which Judge Fish- 
er characterized Judge Divelbiss as “a 
four-flusher, trying to be a Folk or 
Hadley on a small scale,“ to get himself 
nominated for Governor. 

“I may be a four-flusher but no one 
has yet callea my hand,’’ Judge Divel- 
biss said. “If Judge Fisher will call my 
hand by calling me as Circuit Judge in 
his court in charge of the grand jury in 
tax-dodging cases there will be some- 
thing doing in St. Louis.“ 

Judge Divelbiss, by causing grand 
jury investigations of tax-dodging in his 
district, increased the personal tax re- 
turns more than $5,000,000 in three small 
counties. He said he was confident he 
could increase the personal tax returns 
many millions of dollars in St. Louig if 
he should be invited here as a special 
Judge to undertake the work. He de- 
clared that it was apparent that St. 
Louis was losing $10,000,000 a year in 
revenue hecause the tax-dodgers were 
not forced to reveal their taxable prop- 
erty for assessment, and added that if 
Judge Fisher was willing to permit this 
thing to go on when he had it in his 
power to stop it by properly instructing 
the grand jury to investigate the sub- 
ject, it wag a matter between Judge 
Fisher, his conscience and the people of 
St. Louis. 


Judge Divelbiss recently spoke at the 
City Club here, explaining in detail his 
method of catching the § tax-dodgers. 
Judge Fit her said he heard Judge Divei- 
biss’ speech, and came to the conclusion 
that the Richmond jurist was a four- 
flusher, trying to boost his chances for 
the nomination for Governor by means 
of his tax-dodging crusade. Efforts of 
a Post-Dispatch reporter to see Judge 
Fisher today were unsuccessful.

Demand in Berlin Paper Is That Fatherland, 
Winning Victories Take Initiative — Possible

BERLIN, June %.—The Board of Di- 
1ectors or Managing Committee of the 
Social Democratic party in Germany has 


caused to be published in the Vorwaerts 


a full-page appeal for peace. 

This interesting document calls for a 
peace under circumstances which will 
make possible friendships with neighbor- 
ing nations and it sets forth most clearly 
the opposit:on of the party to territorial 
conquest and annexation. The people 
want peace, it declares, and the Govern- 
ment is called upon, in the name of 
humanity, to make known.its readiness 
enter peace negotiations. 

Vainly Sought to Prevent War. 

The appeal is published under the 
heading Social Democracy and Peace. 
It begins with a reference to the fact 
that the Socialists foresaw the coming 
of the war. They worked vainly for an 
international understanding but when 
war did come they placed themselves at 
the disposal of the Fatherland. It then 
refers to the declaration of the party 
nmiade in the Reichstag, Aug. 4, 1914, 
which said: 

We demand as soon as safety has 
been secured and our opponents are in- 
clined to peace, that the war be brought 
to an end through a peace which will 


make possible friendships with neigh- 
boring nations.“ 


The appeal closer with these words: 

The managing committee of the So- 
cial Democratic party always has been 
opposed to a policy of conquest and 
annexation. We now raise anew our 
sharpest protest against every effort 
and every proclamation the purpose of 
which is the annexation of foreign ter- 
ritory and the oppression of other na- 
tions, efforts and proclamations which 
have become public in Germany parti- 
cularly through the demands of great 
economic associations as well as 
through the speeches of leading non- 
socialist politicians. 

Even the .recital of such efforts 
serves further to postpone that peace 
which is warmly desired by the whole 
nation. The people want peace! If 
this war whicn daily demanas new sac- 
rifices is not to draw itself out need- 
lessly to endure until the full exhaus- 
tion of all the nations in it, one of the 
rarticipating powers must offer the 
hand of peace. Germany, who was at- 
tacked by greatly superior forces, has 
thus far victoriously defended herself 
against all her enemies, brought their 
starvation plan to naught and demon- 
strated that she is unconquérable and 
should take the first. step to bring about 
peace.

While the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund is much behind that 
of last year at the corresponding date, 
reliable indications are that this dif- 
ference will not long exist, and that re- 
lief will be generously provided, as in 
former years. 

Statistics carefully compiled under aus- 
pices of the Federal Government con 
vey the information that not less than 
under one year of age 
die every year in the United States, 
fully one-half of whom might be saved 
if proper measures to that end were 
taken. The majority of these deaths 
occur, of course, during the season of 
high temperature, occasioned by heat, 
sour milk, dust and flies. 

St. Louis, stimulated by the Post-Dis- 
patch, began a campaign to reduce this 
Startling mortality 10 years ago, and 
equally reliable statistics tell of the 
great effectiveness of the crusade. Al 
mos: from the outset the decrease in 
deaths among the poor babies began 
to make itself manifest, and each re- 
curring year the tendency in that di- 
rection has become more strongly 
marked. 

Grownups Contribute. 

The mission of saving the babies has 
from the first appealed powerfully to 
the boys and girls of St. Louis, and it 
was to them that the Post-Dispatch 
turned with the utmost confidence early 
in its campaign. It has accordingly be- 
come their work, and in many instances 
contributions by parents and other per- 
sons who have passed from the stage 
of childhood are made through the lit- 
tle ones, as encouragement for them 
0 persevere in an enterprise that com- 
bines all the principles which make for 
the highest type of men and women 
when they shai grow to those estates. 

Mindful of the peril added to babies 
in the summer period, Dr. M. P. Rave- 
nel, professor of bacteriology and pre- 
ventive medicine at the Missouri State 
University, has recently issued a bulle- 
tin, in which he sets forth that not ail 
the deaths during summer are due to 
“rocking the boat.“ “This is the time 
of year,“ he states, when the greatest 
amount of intestinal disease, and conse- 
quent death, occur among babies and 


little children. Many of the disorders of 
the digestive tract are due to dirty and 
spoiled milk.“ Dr. Ravenel adds that 
„it should always be remembered that 
good work done in a dairy may de 
spoiled by careless handing of milk in 
the home.” 

The latter statement by the Missouri 
University expert tells the reason why 
free ice is an absolute essential in sav- 
ing the babies. Milk subjected to heat 
soon becomes highly dangerous to in- 
fants, and the milk furnished through 
the St. Louis Pure Milk Commission 
would utterly fail in its purpose unless 
ice were available with which to pre- 
serve it. For ice delivered this year 
payment at full price must be made, and 
the great majority of those families re- 
quiring it are not in position to go for it 
to the manufacturing or distributing 
plants.

made upon the Dardanelles, one need have lit- 

tle fear for the military security of the Pan- 


ama Canal. We sometimes hear expressions of fear 
for our tenure in that quarter, but they cannot be 
based upon a comparison of the canal with the Dar- 
danelles in the light of the Allies’ experience. Mod- 
ern cannon on the foothills of the Cordilleras could 
command the sea for miles around at both ends of 
the canal. Only submarines would dare approach. 
It goes without saying that a submarine could not get 
in and blow up the Gatun dam. If that were possi- 
ble, it would be possible for the British and French 
submarines to get at the German fleet, or the Ger- 
man submarines to ascend the Thames. Our notions 
as to the effectiveness of sea fire upon shore bat- 
teries have been considerably modified by the success 
of the Turks.
